American Flour In England. 


Fiom tht Baltlmote Sun. 


The London Fall Mill GniMe notes 


the fact that for the week ended Oc- 
tober 14, 85,000 sacks of American 
flour were bought for the British mar- 
ket, and says: "the English miller is 
destined to feel the effect of American 
competition quite as severely as the 
English fanner or manufacturer. 
Flour 


can be exported, weight for weight, as 
cheaply as wheat, and as it is worth 
more, the percentage of cost of trans- 
portation is lighter. J With our cheap 
wheat and abundant water power, we 
can manufacture flour more cheaply 
than England, and honoe onr competi- 
tion in that market ought to become 
speedily formidable, bat in making flour 
for the English markets, we must con- 
salt their home tastes and prejudices. 
John Ball is dainty about his bread, and 
he more willingly pays 38 to 40 shil- 
lings per sack for French, Hungarian 
or Egyptian than 27 shillings for mixed 
American. The flour must also be put 
up in sacks, for the English have a 
prejadiee,against flonr in barrels. 
In 


Australia in 1854, a large consignment 
of California flour in barrels was left to 
rat on thewWves at Melbourne be- 
oansse no purchaser could be found, in 
spite of the fact that flonr was scarce 
and very dear. A shrewd American 
bought tbe lot, repacked it in sacks to 
suit the British taste, and sold every 
pound of it at double what it cost him
